retailer or receiving institution directly; whereby the individual institutions directly settle through 
their bank, the respective side of the transaction , of th e first user to o second account of tho 
second differ e nt user without o request initiatod on bohalf of tho s e cond acoount to withdraw tho 
funds tho selected ocootint.

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the second account is an 
account of a retailer and transferring the funds to the second account comprises 
crediting crediting a the account of the re tailer aeeet»t with at least a portion of the funds.

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4, wherein receiving a signal from the card 
further comprising comprises: sending a the signal by the user from the card and card reader or 
card terminal to allow the paying account to complete the transaction. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising storing at least one 
ef the account identifiers identifier in memory by scanning a bar code of a document whereby 
the card reader deposits the account identifiers onto the card. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6, wherein scanning the bar code 
comprises scanning account identifiers, to deposit onto the card an account statement . 



8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 6, wherein scanning the bar code 
comprises scanning account identifiers, such as, a routing number and an account number. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 8, wherein storing at least ono of the 
account id e ntifiers identifiers comprises storing account identifiers onto the card through the card 
reader and terminal, such as, the routing number and the account number. 

10. (Previously Prosontod Currrently Amended) The method of claim 1, further 
comprising: die card reader to have the ability to copymg account information firom a magnetic 
strip card to the memory of the card capable of holding multiple account identifiers, orodit roport 
to th e memory. 

11. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 10, wherein copying the account 
information comprises, copying account identifiers, such as, a routing number and an account 
number to the memory.

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising storing at least one 
of the the account id e ntifiers identifier by electronically importing account information from a 
magnetic stripe onto the card, operable to handle multiple account identifiers another card. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of claiml3, wherein storing at least ono of the 
account id e ntifiers identifier comprises importing a routing number and an account number from 
the magnetic stripe card to the multiple account identifiers card.

59. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein transferring the funds to the 
second account comprises transferring at least a portion of the funds to a utility account. 

60. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein transferring the funds to the 
second account comprises making a payment on a loan with at least a portion of the funds. 

61. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein transferring the funds to the 
second account comprises transferring at least a portion of the funds to a securities account. 

62. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein transferring the funds to the 
second account comprises making a payment on a revolving line of credit with at least a portion 
of the funds. 

63. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 62, wherein making the payment on the 
revolving line of credit comprises making a payment toward a credit card balance with at least a 
portion of the funds.

accept Fead an account identifier stored in memory on a card, with th e aooount identifier 
associat e d with tho first us e r ; 

accept real time information, including account balances, associated with the account 
identifier 

receive a command to record intiate the transaction; and 

receive information on the amount required to complete the transaction : 

and responsive to the request of the card user, directly send the information to facilitate 

the transfer of funds in real time from the first or chosen account, to a second account to 

complete a transaction : and providing individual and aggregated account transaction 

information completed through the system , with th e account id e ntifi e r asseekrted with n 

first account of tho first user; 

r e ceiv e a command to initioto th e transaction; and 

r e sponsive to r e c e iving th e commond, transfer funds in real time from the first account of 
th e first user to a second account of th e second, different us e r. 
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66. (New) The product of claim 65, wherein the second account is an account of a 
retailer; and further comprising instructions to: 

facilitate the transfer credit to the account of the retailer with at least a portion of the 

funds. 

67. (New) The product of claim 65, wherein the second account is an account of a 
retailer; and further comprising instructions to: 

accept the transfer the funds directly from the first account to the retailer account. 

68. (New) The product of claim 65, further comprising instructions to: receive the 
account identifier information from the card and a terminal device having a card 
reader. 



69. (New) The product of claim 65, further comprising providing individual and 
aggregate account transaction information completed through the system.
